The formula for greatness in men or in women has never 


been defined in exact terms. Fame is n necessary ingredient, 
but it must rest upon something more substantial ihan mere 
popular approval. In 1R6-1 i"c\v Americans would have said that 
Abraham Lincoln would become thc one name symbolizing 
above all others the fine qualities in lhe terrible struggle be- 
tween the states. 
Yet todav thc men who then considered Lin- 


coln a failure have been forgotten, while tho uncouth figure 
whom they would have deposed is honored wherever men read 
books! The outcome cf the tivil war solidified Lncoln's fame 
and mis perhaps true lhat, had thc war been inconclusive, he 
•woulja not have been rcmembi red so widely. Favored by 
evjeflts, he achieved a notable result and hi? success dispelled all 
doubts concerning hi^ qualities.
